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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1%1 

The health of the town of West Rutland is the concern oi its 
citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the State De- 
partment of Health * 

With the aim of keeping children wall and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were attended 
by 132 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations numbered 
0. At the lequest of attending doctors 0 children received pedi- 
atric consultations, 0 received hospital diagnosis. 7 with ortho- 
pedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received services 
or appliances through clinics for handicapped children and 0 were 
given financial aid toward hospitalization costs. Mental retarda- 
tion clinic services were extended to 0 children* 

In the effort to control communicable disease 41 persons re- 
ceived chest x-rays ; 147 children received immunizations, includ- 
ing boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and/or tetanus. 
Polio immunizations, including boosters, were given (144 children 
and adults in clinics and conferences, and i 42 people obtained im- 
munizations during the summer mobile polio program. The state 
laboratory performed tests on (hi water samples, 0 food and dairy 
products, 73 blood specimens and 13 other specimens. Vaccines, 
antitoxins and biologicals were distributed for protection against 
communicable diseases. 

There were 24 sanitary inspections or consultations made at 
the town's food and lodging places and 17 concerning water sup- 
ply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, to pro- 
tect health t hro u gh imp ro\ ■ ed t o wn s a n ita ti on . 8 e r v i ecs to m ai 1 1 - 
tain and improve adult health in industry included 0 chest x-rays 
and inspections and consultations at plants. In connection with 
the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid pro- 
gram for hospital and medical facility construction there were 1 
iiispections-consulfatimis tn hospitals, nursing homes and homes 
for the aged. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational 
meetings or consultations, were received by 0 persons and groups. 
Individual interviews with the psychiatrist, psychologist or psy- 
chiatric social worker were given 7. Tnder the community mental 
health program to develop local projects for prevention, treat- 
ment or education in mental health, financial assistance and staff 
consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health, 5 consultations and sendees 
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were provided groups or individuals on town or school dental 
health problems. 

In cancer work, 5 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics or were financially helped with hospitli nation costs* 

The public health nurse served at well-child and school con- 
ferences, x-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. 
She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, making 199 visits on 
behalf of 81 persons and community health activities. Iier service 
is an essential element in the department's program for health 
promotion* disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and edu- 
cation.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 1961 

In January and February there were two clinics held at St* 
Stanislaus School. Dr. Smolinski was the attending physician 
assisted by Miss Meuser, Public Health Nurse and Mrs* Esther 
Nelson, School Nurse. Twelve mothers were present. There were 
17 physicals, 10 dip them and tetanus shots , It! diptheria and 
tetanus boosters, % vaccinations, 20 re-vaccinations, 25 tetanus 
boosters and 26 polio shots. Mothers who assisted were Mrs, 
John Kulig, Mrs. Edw. Tumielewicz and Mrs* Mombretti. 

There were six pre-school clinics held this year in April, May 
June and July attended by 1ST pre-schoolers. Dr* Smolinski was 
the attending physician assisted by Miss Me user and Mrs* Nel- 
son. Ofch ers ass is ti tig were M is. F ra nk R m no, M rs . Chas . W1 1 it e , 
Mrs. Andrew Smyrski, Mrs. Theodore Grcmbo, Mrs. Curtis

Young. Mrs, Stanley Wilk, Mrs, Francis Johnson, Mrs. John 
Jarrosak and Mrs. Walter Davis, 

There were 90 physicals and the following immunizations: 
SI diptheria and tetanus and pertussin, 5-1 diptheria and tetanus 
and pertussin boosters, 23 diptheria and tetanus boosters, 15 
vaccinations. 3 re-vaccinations and ill polio shots. 

There were 522 children registered in the Public and Paroch- 
ial Schools of the town in September, Vitamins were distributed 
to any child in the grades if the parents su desired* These were 
furnished by the Parent-Teachers Association. St* Stanislaus 
School children also receiv ed vitamins paid for by the child. Pre- 
school children may also procure these vitamins. To date 15 t OOO 
Lave been supplied. 

Children in both schools are checked during the school year 
by the nurse. Health records are kept of each child and parents 
notified of any defects* Hearing tests are done on all school 
children. One child had a defect in one ear that caused a loss of 
hearing. The Rehabilitation Center in Rutland was contacted for 
an appointment, and the child was later seen by an ear specialist 
at one of the clinics. 

Patch tests were done on 4 children and found negative. In 
October the last pre-school clinic was held in conjunction with the 
first grade clinic* Dr* Smolinski was the attending physician 
assisted by Miss Meuser and Mrs. Nelson* Five mothers were 
present. Six physicals were done and there were the following im- 
munizations: 12 vaccinations, 4 diptheria tetanus pertussin. 12 
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dipth er ia-t etan us-p er tussin boosters, 2 diptheria-tetanus, 1 
diptheria tetanus boosters and 12 polio shots. Helpers were Mrs. 
Frank Bruno, Mrs. Walter Davis and Mrs. John Jarrosa. 

The School Nurse attended in October a Nurse's Con- 
vention in Burlington, and an all day meeting at the Brandon 
Training School in November. 

Oil December 2 the second school clinic was held at the Main 
St. School Dr. Smolinski was assisted by Miss Meuser and Mrs. 
Nelson with Mrs, Cassady as helper. There were the following 
immunizations: 38 diptheria tetanus boosters, 1 diptheria- 

tetanus, 7 polio, 27 re-vaccinations and 2 vaccinations. 

A third School clinic was held December 12 at St. Stanislaus 
School. Dr. Smolinski was the attending physician assisted by 
Miss Meuser and Mrs. Nelson. Mrs. Henry Jakubowski and 
Mrs. Anthony Sitek helpers. The following immunizations were 
2 vaccinations, 17 re-vaccinations, 31 diptheria-tetanus boosters, 
25 tetanus, 2 diptheria-tetanus-pertussin, 1 diptheria-tetanus. 
There were (3 physicals. All School conferences were held under 
the supervision of the Vermont Department of Health. 

In January 1962, dental clinic notices were sent to parents 
of children in both schools. This began January 8th under the 
direction of Mrs. Dan Randall, Dental Hygienist. 

Glasses have been procured for three children through the 
Association for the Blind. 

There have been numerous cases of chicken pox and grippe. 
Eighty home calls were made as well as numerous telephone 
contacts.

SCHOOLS 


The annual report of the superintendent of schools Is here- 
with respectfully submitted. The flours of all halls and the stair- 
ways were painted during the summer* An additional night, light, 
was erected on the grounds at the southeast corner of the school 
building. Fluorescent lights have now been placed in all of the 
graded rooms on the second floor of the building. 

Miss Patricia Poize do resigned her position as instructor in 
the commercial department to be with her husband overseas, her 
marriage having taken place during the spring term. 

Mr. Thomas Egan is now studying at the University of 
Pennsylvania for his Master's degree in science. Re obtained a 
grant from the National Science Foundation winch enables him 
to pursue his studies there. 

Miss Elizabeth Laval ette, a resident of Charlotte, Vermont, 
and a graduate of Trinity College was engaged to till the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Miss Polzello. 

Mr. Donald O'Leary, a graduate of Holy Cross, and a 
resident of Worcester, Massachusetts was engaged to teach 
science. 

Mrs. Theodosia Jasmin was continued as a part time in- 
structor of music. 

Miss Helma Erickson teaches art in the elementary grades on 
a part time employment basis. 

The High School has added a new language laboratory to 
the French Department, complete with headsets and sound- 
p vo o f boo th s . Less ons i n F r e n eh are pi ped th rough tl \ e e ar ph o n es 
by means of a tape recorder on which are played various exercises 
spoken by a Parisian. These are excellent supplements to the 
matter being taught and give each student the individual ability 
to listen and repeat the master tape without disturbing the 
student beside him. The purpose of the language laboratory is to 
help the student develop the facility of spoken communication in 
a second language. 

The guidance program this year consists of a principal- 
directed program which has been approved by the State Director 
of Guidance. Miss Hinchey, devotes on the average of two per- 
iods per day to this work. She has interviews with the students 
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and assists them with their individual problems. The guidance 
program is much the same as it Inis been in previous years. She 
is assisted in this work by Mr. Sevigny, the assistant Principal. 

The following new machines were purchased and placed in 
the commercial department. An I. B. M. Executary, a transcrib- 
ing machine; a new electric mimeograph machine; a new electric 
typewriter; and four new typewriters. 

In this report the Order of the Fire Marshall, $2386, dated 
October 1 3 , 196; is brought to your attention. Under this order 
the school department must make major alterations hi the school 
building as follows: 

1. Install illuminated exit signs over the exit doors in the 
auditorium. Wiring for the signs shall be in accordance with 
the National Electrical Code, 

2. Automatic battery-operated emergency lights shall be in- 
stalled in the Auditorium to properly illuminate exits, 
exit ways and stairwells. Primary power shall be from At 
with automatic throw-over switch to DC in the event of 
AC power failure. 

3. Construct a smoke barrier of fire-resistant material hi the 
hallway between the two exit doors from the auditorium. 
Construction may be of wood framing with sheetrock On 
both sides. Doors shall be free swinging and equipped with 
windows of clear wired glass. In the event of lire, this will 
give two separate means of exit from the auditorium. 

4. Both stairwells shall be from the basement level to the 
third floor level. The construction shall be of sheet rock on 
both sides of two x four. Aliy glass used shall be clear 
wired glass. Any paint being used shall be of fire-retardant 
paint* 

5. Change the ordinary' glass in the windows between the 
Gymnasium and second floor hall to wired glass. Or, euver 
the present opening with a fire resistant material. All glass 
in doors leading into the classrooms shall be changed to 
wired glass or the present glass removed and the opening 
covered with a fire-resistant material. 

6. Install an approved fire detector system throughout the 
building. System to be installed by a licensed installer by 
the standard set forth by the National Fire Protection 
Association, Pamphlet No. 72, dated May I960, except 
that emergency power shall be a wet cell battery with 
trickle charger. The complete installation shall be ap- 
proved by the Department of Public Safety. 
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7. Install automatic battery-operated emergency lights in the 
Gymnasium to properly illuminate the exits. Primary 
power shall be from At' with automatic throw-over switch 
to DC in the event of AC power failure. 

To obtain school building aid on the above Tire Marshal’s 
order, it is necessary to proceed as follows: 

To qualify a project must be voted in a special article of the 
warning of a special school district meeting or the March meeting. 
In this article a specific sum of money for the project must be 
voted. 

After having so voted we may then apply for aid on forms 
to be obtained from the State Department of Education. 

Construction cannot be started until the State Department 
of Education has received the application. 

When the construction starts, the State Department of 
Education is to be notified. It will then be processed through the 
State Department of Education for the first award, which will be 
15% of the estimated cost. 

When the project is completed and a satisfactory audit has 
been made by the Department of Education, the State will then 
reimburse the town another 15%, making the total State Aid, 
30% of the cost.
